THE GREAT DRAFT RIOTS,

I'ERRIBLE OPPOSITION TO CON.
SCRIPTION IN NEW YORK IN 1869,

A Brief Bketeh of the Sanguinary
Resistance (o the Deaft—Huan.
dreds of People Kitled,

The difficulty in enforcing the deaft
in New York might have beon foreseen,
indeed, it was plainly apprehended, but
it wus not thought ndvisable by the Fed-
ernl authorities to materinlly alter the
regulutions of conscription in putting the
low in forcein that eity, Btill, there can
be no doubit that the vastly diffevent con-
ditions then existing in New York from
those in inland towns of the State, or
even other seaboard cities, formed the
original cause of the trouble,. New York
bad then a much larger popnlation than
any other city, snd » much greater pro-.
wrtion of foreigners mmong hier inhab
bants, These, uaturally enough, had
no  sentiment of patriotism  to  wid
them in  submitting to  the harsh
conditlons  of consoription,  Furiler,
there worg, 88 there always aré in every
larige city, a great proportion of poor men
whose families live from hand to mouth,
and who never have any  provision maile
for future contingencien. To such
fumitics of courss the furcible removal of
their  bread-winuer meant  starvation.
To such an extent hnd apprehensions of
this fate of their wives and children Leen
arowsed among the laboring men of the
aity—especinlly in those districts largely
inhabited by foreigners, and no doubt
incited by those who opposed the dialt
for politieal reasons —that associntions
wore formed to resist the Iaw by foree.
On Saturday, July 11, 1868, the draft
was begun in the Ninth Congressional
District, o locality largely inbabited by
wor people.

ing in, destroyed, the furniture, and
finnlly sct the building on fire.  Allofthe
officers escaped uninjured but one, who
was hurt by flying stones. The success of
the rioters here added large numbers te
theirranks and in o few hours a greal
nrmy, re-enforced by all the roughs of
the city, was trampling through the |
stroots, burning, destroying, plundiring
and murdering wherever resistance was
offered them, Crowds of women were
with them, inciting their hushands tc
Inwless deeds. At first o detachment ol
marings wero sent agminst them with
muskets and blank cartridges.  When it
wos known that their firing produced no
effect tho crowd set upon them and bent
them, seriously injuring and even Killing
several,  Policesent against them were
treated o like mpnner, The Colovid
Hall Orphan Asylum on Fifth avenue
was attacked by an army of hoys, the

. children beaten, the place plandered and

fired, There wns no force ot hand tc
defend the city from the rivters but the
police, which did valiant service, though
they were not at all able to check the
disorder.  On the second day the rioting
Lov.
emor Beymour having arrived in the
clty, issued a 11r--a-1u.u|.-ttiun in which e
promised the people that the rights of all
woulll be protected, while he warned the
people that e would use all menns in his
wawerto preserve order. A foss hours lutey
w0 Issued another proclamation, in which
he declured the city in o state of insir
rection, and ordored the dispersal of the
mob,  These proclamations, however,
did but Hole g-n'll. General Woal, the
liead of the department of the Fast,
calledd out all veteran  volunteers, bt
there was =o little time for organiziung
that, though large nunibers responded,
they eould not be wsed effectively, A
smndl comnmnd of regular troops from
Fort Lafayette didd more effective servicne
The riot lwited three days, during whick
business was entirely suspended.  The
draft was for the time given up, and the
City Council passed a relief hill to pay
400 commuitation, or substitute money,
for every drafted wan of the poores
elnsses who b o family dependent upor
him. It wos estimated that the numinn
killedd during the riots, or who divd o)
injuries, was ncarly 1,000, bot this wu
probably an exsegorated cstimate, Tl
mortality statistics recorded an inorem
of 450 uver the avermge weekly mortalits
of the year.
